(c)  During  the  reporting  period,  freqivnt.  movement  of 

artillery  units,  and  numerous  short  duration  opera! ’..ns  of  maneuver 
elements  again  demonstrated  the  need  for  a  ilem-bie  organisation  for 
combat.  Fluid  assets  remained  at  a  minimum  and  as  a  rc.vilo  the 
Battalion  was  unable  to  render  requested  support  in  several  instances. 
Those  asset  >  that  remained  under  the  operational  control  of  the 
Battalion  -••are  employed  in  several  short  duration  op- rs. ions  and 
were,  available  art  utilized  for  convoy  escort  and  perimeter  defense 
as  needed.  In  order  to  continually  improve  this  response  capability 
and  achieve  a  better  distribution  -and  flexible  posture  in  Automatic 
Weapons  support,  this  Headquarters  age  in  forwarded  an  Automatic 
Weapons/Searchlight  Organization  for  Combat  to  the  Commanding  General 
I  Field  Force  Vietnam  Artillery.  This  recommendation  takes  into 
consideration  the  cur-rent  unit  depl  and  places  elements  of 

the  Battalion  into  either  reinforcing  or  general  support  roles, 
based  upon  mission  requirements  in  respective  areas  of  operation.

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(f)  The  Battalion1 a  organic  and  attached  elements 
continued  to  be  deployed  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  II  Corps 
Tactical  Zone,  with  elements  temporarily  attached  to  the  1st  Cavalry 
Division  (Air  Mobile)  continuing  to  operate  in  tne  Quang  Tri  area 
of  the  I  Corps  Tactical  Zone.  The  1st  Ca\aLry  Division  is  presently 
in  the  process  of  moving  to  an  area  west  of  Saigon,  taking  assets  of 
4th  Battalion  (AV;)(T),  60th  Artillery  wath  them.  Problem  areas  in 
command  and  control,  personnel  actions  and  supply  of  maj^r  repair 
parts  and  end  items,  continue  due  tc  the  large  distances  involved 
between  the  Battalion  Headquarters  and  battery  element; .  The  most 
northern  element  is  presently  210  air  miles  away  and  the  most  southern 
element  is  265  air  miles  away.  Air  Force  flights  aro  available 
daily  on  a  scheduled  basis  direct  to  yuuag  TrJL  Air  Force  flight  to 
Phan  Thiet  continue  to  be  extremely  time  consuming,  taking  on  an 
average;  two  days  each  way  due  to  the  numerous  shuttle  flights 
required  for  the  trip.  Fixed  wing  support  from  U.S.Army  assets 
was  not  available  during  the  reporting  period.  Aircraft  support  to 
the  Phan  Thiet  area  continues  to  be  inadequate.  Helicopter  support 
from  the  268th  Aviation  Battalion  has  been  very  satisfactory.  One 
helicopter,  four  times  per  week,  has  proven  adequate  for  accomplishment 
of  command  and  control  visits  and  transportation  of  small  repair 
parts.  A  total  of  36  missions  with  a  flight  time  of  134.75  hours 
were  flown  in  support  of  the  Battalion.  Each  Duster  Battery  had  one 
flight  per  week  scheduled  in  it's  opera! ior-ai  area.  The  Battalion 
utilized  AN/GRC- 106  radios  during  the  repo "ting  peiiod  for  adequate 
radio  communications  between  the  Battalion  He at! quarters  and  battery 
elements. 


(g)  Battalion  guidelines  were  established  during  the 
reporting  period  for  ammunition  expenditure  by  mission  type.  A  limit 
of  8  rounds  of  40mm  or  110  rounds  of  caliber  .50  ammunition  per  inter¬ 
diction  mission  was  placed  in  effect.  Similar,  but  more  flexible 
guidelines  were  issued  for  the  remaining  mission  categories.  Although 
the  total  number  of  missions  fired  this  quarter  exceeded  those  of  the 
past  quarter,  a  reduction  of  over  80,000  rounds  of  caliber  .50  and 
50,000  rounds  of  40mm  ammunition  resulted,  with  no  discernible  reduction 
in  mission  effectiveness.  The  impact  of  this  reduction  was  most  apparent 
in.  easing  the  logistical  resupply  burden  and  down  time  caused  by  wear 
on  small  gun  parts, 

(2)  Training  Activities 

(a)  The  training  requirements  for  the  Battalion's 
personnel  continued  to  be  s&tisfactorv  at  squad  and  section  level 
at  the  firing  batteries  by  having  *  -  ,-ion/Squad  Leader  conduct 
the  training,  with  supplemental  vion  by  the  Platoon  Leader. 

The  new  Battalion  Training  Regia... . i  .  4th  Battalion  (AW)(SP), 

60th  Artillery  Reg  350-1,  was  implemented  during  the  reporting 
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period  allowing  a  greater  share  of  the  training  to  be  provided 
at  battalion  level,  thus  reducing  the  battery's  requirements  to  that 
which  can  be  presented  or  closely  supervised  by  battery  officers. 

(b)  Drivers  training  courses  on  track  and  wheel  vehicles 
were  conducted  by  the  Battalion  Maintenance  Section  at  Battalion 
Headquarters.  All  battalion  personnel  to  be  assigned  as  track  or 
wheeled  vehicle  drivers  were  given  this  course  of  i'a  t ruction.  74 
personnel  were  trained  as  track  vehicle  drivers  and  14  as  wheeled. 

(c)  Replacement  training  was  conducted  for  105  en¬ 
listed  personnel  following  their  arrival  at  Battalion  Headquarters. 

(d)  A  Command  Inspection  was  conducted  by  IFFORCEV 
artillery  on  7  October  1968.  The  Battalion  was  rated  satisfactory 
in  all  areas. 

d.  Logistics 

(1)  Logistical  support  of  all  classes  of  supplies  was 
maintained  for  organic  and  attached  units  located  at  An  Khe. 

Quarters  and  Class  I, III,  and  V  supplies,  as  a  minimum,  are  the 
responsibilities  of  major  subordinate  commands  in  whose  area  the 
elements  of  this  battalion  are  deployed.  TOE  and  TA  50-901  items 
are  provided  to  all  personnel  of  the  battalion  by  the  S-4-  Supplies 
not  available  through  major  subordinate  commands  are  also  supplied  by 
this  Battalion's  S-4,  in  order  to  insure  that  a  readiness  posture  is 
maintained  by  all  elements. 

(2)  Support  rendered  in  Class  I  and  V  supply  catagories, 
provided  by  the  58th  Field  Depot  in  Qui  Nhon,  was  considered  sat¬ 
isfactory  during  this  reporting  period.  Problem  area  on  shortage  of 
Trucks,  Cargo,  2|  Ton,  mentioned  on  previous  ORLL,  has  been  decreased 
with  the  issue  of  8  -  2\  ton  trucks  on  14  October  1968  and  2  more 

on  25  October  1968.  At  reporting  time  we  are  3  trucks  short  of  TOE 
authorized  strength. 

(3)  Support  was  rendered  by  the  agencies  listed  on  inclosure  3.

(3)  The  Battalion  was  understrength  31  personnel  as  of  the 
last  day  of  the  reporting  period.  Anticipated  personnel  losses 
during  the  ne*t  reporting  period  total  384  personnel.  The  personnel 
shortage  is  rapidly  becoming  critical. 

(4)  As  of  31  October  this  Battalion  was  short  three  Id..' it  rants 
and  over-strength  one  Captain. 

(5)  During  the  period  August  through  31  October  1968,  of 
the  six  officers  who  were  received  for  AW  replacements,  50$  were  not 
AW  trained.

USARV  turned  down  the  lastest 
infusion  request  submitted  by  IFFORCEV  due  to  the  short  time  frame 
for  December  losses ;  however,  the  June  1969  infusion  rosters  were 
submitted  on  27  October  1968  with  action  anticipated  in  the  near 
future.  The  January  1969  infusion  was  completed  with  1st  Battalion, 
44th  Artillery  and  the  rotational  hump  reduced  to  an  acceptable 
number.

(1)  ADDITION/tL  COMMUNICATIONS  PERSONNEL 

(a)  Observation:  AW  Battery  TOE's  do  not  authorize 
radio  operators  (RTO's). 

(b)  Evaluation:  Under  current  operations,  PTO's  are 
necessary  at  Battery  Headquarters,  and  Section  Coirmand  Posts.  The 
Battery  is  authorized  4  personnel  in  MOS  36K  in  the  wire  section,  at 
present  these  personnel  have  no  function  to  perform  as  wiremen  due 
to  the  decentralized  employment  of  AV/  elements. 

(c)  Recommendation:  Those  persosmel  authorized  as  36K, 
be  crossed  trained  to  perform  as  RTO^/ireraen.  The  one  radio  mechanic 
be  trained  to  function  as  RTO  also.

A  M'fOE  reflecting  addition  of  4  MOS  05B  personnel 
and  deletion  of  4  MOS  3&K  personnel  is  presently  being  prepared. 

b.  OPERATIONS: 

(1)  ALTERNATE  POSITIONS  FOR  AT/'S 

(a)  Observation:  The  enemy  has  increased  its  firing 
directed  at  AW's.  Initial  stages  of  enemy  ground  and  stand  off 
weapons  attacks  have  been  aimed  at  neutralizing  AW  elements. 

(b)  Evaluation:  One  firing  position  per  AW  element  does 
not  afford  adequate  survivability.  Placement  of  AW's  in  alternate 
night  locations  at  dusk  significantly  reduces  the  probability  of  the 
enemy  pinpointing  the  exact  position  of  AW's  prior  to  an  attack. 

(c)  Recommendation:  That  a  minimum  of  two  (2)  alternate 
firing  positions  be  prepared  for  each  AV/,  and  that  these  positions  bo 
utilized  interchangeably  as  night  locations  on  an  irregular  schedule  to 
enhance  survivability  of  weapon  and  crew.  Movement  into  position  should 
be  during  the  hours  of  dusk  (Reduced  visibility). 

(2)  B~40  ROCKET  STANDOFF 

(a)  Observation:  During  attacks  against  friendly  fire 
support  bases  defended  by  AV/' s,  the  initial  assualt  has  been  prefaced 
by  attempts  to  neutralise  AW's  by  use  of  B~/;0  rockets. 
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(b)  Evaluation:  It  has  long  been  realized  that  a  bunkered 
firing  position  is  a  necessity  to  give  some  assurance  of  survivability 
against  B-40  rockets.  The  utilization  of  several  alternate  firing 
positions,  preferably  occupied  during  the  hours  of  dupk,  avoid 
pinpointing  AW  locations  and  is  an  additional  survivability  measure. 
However,  due  to  time  and  manpower  limitations  it  is  frequently 
impossible  to  fortify  these  alternate  positions.  Since  the  primary 
threat  against  AW  s  is  from  the  B-40  rocket,  the  use  of  a  chain  link 
fence  as  a  stand-off  against  rocket  propelled  grenades  will  substantially 
reduce  this  threat.  This  does  not  negate  the  need  for  parapits,  but 
gives  a  measure  of  protection  which  can  be  erected  imnediatley  upon 
initial  occupation  of  position  and  until  time  and  circumstances  allow 
completion  of  adequate  parapits  for  all  positions.  This  organization  is 
presently  procuring  this  material  for  this  usage. 

(c)  Recommendation:  That  chain  link  fence  be  used  by 

AW  elements  as  a  stand-off  device  against  B-40  rocket  fire,  until  adequate 
parapits  are  constructed  for  primary  and  alternate  firing  positions

g.  OTHER: 

(1)  STARTER  AND  MASTER  RELAYS 

(a)  Observation:  When  M42,s  are  subjected  to  monsoon 
type  weather,  the  starter  and  master  relays  ure  easily  shorted  out. 

(b)  Evaluation:  In  extremely  damp  weather,  the  starter 
and  master  relays  collect  moisture  which  shortens  the  life  of  these 
components.  At  times  these  parts  are  needlessly  replaced  when  they 
can  be  easily  repaired.  Periodically  the  back  cover  should  be  removed 
and  engine  left  running.  The  heat  from  the  engine  will  dry  the 
components  and  in  many  cases  preclude  replacement, 

(c)  Recommendation :  That  this  method  of  protecting  and 
prolonging  the  life  of  the  starter  and  master  relays  be  incorporated 
in  the  organizational  maintenance  program. 

(2)  RECTIFIER  POWER  SUPPLIES  FOR  28  VOLT  RADIO 

(a)  Observation:  A  major  problem  area  in  maintaining 
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FM  and  SSB  radios  continuously  on-the-air  at  Battalion  and  Battery 
Coimand  Posts,  exists  in  obtaining  a  continuous,  non-fluatuating  source 
of  28  volt  direct  current  power. 

(b)  Evaluation:  Utilization  of  vehicular  power  systems 
or  portable  28  VDC  generators  to  power  command  post  radios  has  the  dis¬ 
advantages  of  shortened  mean  ti.ie  between  radio  set  failure  caused  by 
variation  in  DC  input  voltage,  increased  maintenance  requirements  for 
vehicles  and/or  generators,  greater  audio  noise  level,  increased  man 
hours  and  petroleum  requirements,  and  increased  fire  hazard.  Where 
centralized  AC  electrical  power  is  available,  rectifier  power  supplies 
can  be  utilized,  resulting  in  significant  cost/iran  hour  savings  and 
increased  on-the-air  tine  for  radio  sets.  In  addition  generators/ 
vehicles  are  freed  for  use  at  remote  locations  arid  to  meet  transportation 
needs.  Under  the  present  deployment  configuration  of  this  3at,talion, 
the  Battalion  Headquarters  and  the  headquarters  of  three  of  the  six 
subordinate  batteries  could  effectively  employ  rectifier  power  supplies, 
using  portable  28  VDC  generators  only  for  back-up  power.  A  substantial 
number  of  other  units  in  RVN  are  operating  in  areas  where  adequate 
centralized  AC  power  is  available  and  rectifier  power  supplies  would 
provide  for  more  stable  and  cheaper  power. 

(c)  Recommendation:  It  is  recommended  that  each  Battalion 
Headquarters  and  Conpany/Eattery  Headquarters,  having  a  requirement  to 
operate  28  volt  DC  powered  radios,  be  issued  28  volt  DC  rectifier  power 
supplies  capable  of  providing  a  minimum  of  4.0  amperes  DC  current  with 
input  voltage  of  115/230  volts  50-400  cycly  AC  power.  The  cost  saving 
for  one  years  operation  would  pay  for  the  power  supplies  and  the  unit 
communications  posture  would  be  significantly  increased.  A  MTOE 
incorporating  this  recommendation  is  being  prepared  for  subsequent 
forwarding  for  approval.
